What he is interested in now is 
the commerciau and military use of 
rockets.

Rockets (the kind 
people may ride in some day, not 
the pyrotechnic kind seen on the 
Fourth of July) are propelled by 
the force produced by the explos­ 
ion of vaporized fuel. 
The rocket motor is a small hol­ 
low baJi. with a hole in one side, 
from which an exhaust pipe flares. 
It's the structure of the exhaust 1 
pipe. Woodford says, that largely 
determines the motor's success. 
In his motor, explosion of butane 
«Hhin the ball pushes the rocket 
forward 
The exhaust must be so j ' 
designed that it flares out from the 
tfibtor in an exact ratio (and there's 
lb* secret) to the expansion of the 
gases released within the motor. 
it's that puzzling exhaust pipe ra­ 
tio that Woodford thinks he’s found. 
To Test Motor Soon 
His motor, he said, will he test- ! 
sc soon. “Within from four to six 
weens.” 
“1'li take it to some isolated spot,” l 
be explained, "to prevent accident ” 
The motor will be strapped down j 
inside a small concrete structure. 
It will 
operated by remote con­ 
trol while it is being tested, so that 
if, perchance the inventor’s cal­ 
culations are wrong, he’ll be left 
alive to amend them.

CALAVO GROUP 
RETURNS HIGH: 
CROP SHORTER 


Orange county members C.Z the 
Calavo Growers of California are 
reaping definite benefits this y ear 
because of a two-y ear campaign 
to expand avocado 
distribution 
and consumption, according to of­ 
ficials of the organization. 
During the past six months, of­ 
ficials of the organization pointed 
out in a report released y esterday , 
the growers have netted a 10 per 
cent greater return on approxi­ 
mately 30 per cent less fruit than 
during the same period two y ears 
ago. 
Two y ears ago a total of 630,- 
773 packed flats of avocados was 
harvested by growers in the state, 
during the first six months. For 
the same period this y ear the to­ 
tal harvest was 450,525 
packed 
flats. It was pointed out, however, 
that despite the large frost dam­ 
age the current crop is consider­ 
ably larger than ft was last y ear. 
It was also pointed out in the 
report that the total dollar sales 
volume of the growers’ marketing 
cooperative, including that of side­ 
line or specialty items 
handled, 
for the first six months this sea ­ 
son was the largest in the 13 y ears 
of the cooperative’s existence.

The bill wo uld allo w th e Co m ­ 
m o dity C redit C o rpo ratio n to lo an 
pro ducers o f basic cro pB fro m 80 to 
00 per cent o f the p arity v alue o f 
th eir pro duce. And the D epartm ent 
o f A griculture wo uld figure w hat 
Lhe parity v alue sho uld be. 
T his plan is so o ld 
th a t 
it 
i* 
am azing th at agricu ltu ral 
leaders 
still Insist upo n its being tried. 
It 
has nev er wo rked and o nly can 
result in a lo wer stand ard o f liv ing 
and po o rer w ages and po o rer jo bs 
fo r all. 
It elim inates price as a 
guide as to w hat sho uld be pro ­ 
duced. 
W hen the farm er is guaranteed 
a price, he will enlarge pro ductio n 
and the go v ernm ent will hav e to tax 
the pro ducers th a t are pro ducing 
w hat is w anted in o rder to pay 
tho se fo r pro ducing m o re th an w h at 
is w anted o f o ther things. 
Ju s t recently the S atu rd ay E v e ­ 
ning Po st had an article explaining 
the absurdities o f this plan. 
The 
plan w ent do wn thro ugh the Ages, 
way back in E gypt. 
B razil has 
j tried to stabilize co ffee prices fo r 
30 years and they are no w o bliged 
1 to destro y half the co ffee after 30 
years. 
The United S tates tried it 
under Ho o v er w ith a dism al failure. 
If the farm o rganizatio ns wo uld 
go to the ro o t o f their tro uble and 
elim inate mo no po lies and artificial 
w ages fo r the pro ductio n o f the 
things they hav e to buy, there wo uld 
I be no need o f any go v ernm ent co n- 
| tro l o r regim entatio n.

T he pro po sal o f this kind o f law s 
by reputable

in regard to Dem o cracy but do no t 
definte w hat they 
m ean 
by 
the 
wo rd. It Is ev ident th a t peo ple o f 
th e U nited S tates kno w little a bo ut 
pure D em o cracy because they hav e 
been pro tected fro m it by th e C o n­ 
stitu tio n fo r better th an a century 
and a quarter. W e really first s ta r t­ 
ed pure Dem o cracy in 1913 with 
the 
Sixteenth 
and 
Sev enteenth 
Amendments. Befo re th at, 
priv ate 
initiativ e was pro tected 
by 
the 
C o nstitutio n. 
We a re appro aching pure D em ­ 
o cracy rapidly. In pro po rtio n as we 
appro ach pure D em o cracy, instead 
o f tru e Dem o cracy, we regress as 
far as stand ard o f liv ing is co n­ 
cerned. 
Ten millio n peo ple hav e been o ut 
o f wo rk fo r sev en so lid years and 
a large num ber o f tho se

w o rking are receiv ing much 
less 
than they sho uld because we do 
no understand the difference 
be­ 
tween pure D em o cracy 
and 
tru e 
Demo cracy. 
We to o little appreciate the great 
benefits the fram er* 
o f the C o nsti­ 
tutio n besto w ed upo n us. They p ro ­ 
tected us fro m o ur sho rt-sighted­ 
ness fo r a century 
and a 
quarter. 
But as Benjamin Franklin 
wisely 
said at the tim e, no laws can be 
w riten th at do no t hav e to be in­ 
telligently and ho nestly inte rp ret­ 
ed. We hav e failed to Intelligently 
and ho nestly interp ret the 
spirit 
and intent o f tru e Demo cracy. We 
hav e co nfused it w ith o ne m an, o ne 
v o te; th at we co uld determ ine what 
wo uld add to the general welfare 
by co u rting 
o pinio ns 
Instead 
o f 
w eighing them . 
The 
C o nstitutio n 
w as intended to pro tect us 
fro m 
exactly the results o f so do ing. We 
are paying a stupendo us price 
to 
learn ab o u t D em o cracy.
